MAKING TJIERIIOMETERS, 

It Takes Nineteen People to Produce One- 
Tho Different Processes Involved In 
the Work. 

(New York News.) 
Thermometers .have entered into tho 
household eoonoiny in a way that is surpris- 
ing. Thermometors ore a good thing to 
have around, for else how can you tell 
whether it is hot or cold ? It is a silver 
dollar to u doughnut that half tho popula- 
tion take their temperature from them, just 
as they do, at times, tako their barometric 
information from Mr. Dunn and tho nowa- 
papera. Tho making nf a thermometer may 
bo either a dolieato seientilic operation or 
one of the aimpleat tasks of the skilled ino- 
chnuio, according to the aort of thermomuter 
yon want. With tho e.\lrcinely aeuaitive 
and minutely accurate iiiatrumenta d. 'sign- 
ed for acienlilie uses greiit caro ia taken, 
and they are kept in stock for months, 
ometimca for yeara, to bo compared and re- 
oiiipared with inatrumenta that arc known 
o be trustworthy. 

lUiL ao much time cannot be spent over 
the coiiip,iratively cheep thermonietera in 
common use. Xlieae are made rapidly, 
though always carefully. Tho method of 
munutacture has been so systematizeil within 
recent yeara that tho very chcajicat ther- 
mometer should not vary more than the 
fraction of a degree from tho correct point. 
Whether a thermometer is to be charged 
with mercury or alcohol : whether it is to 
bo mounted in a frame of wood, pressed tin 
or brass, tho proceaa ia subatautially the 
same. Mercury is generally used for scien- 
tific inatrumenta, hut most makers prefer 
alcohol, because it ia cheaper. The alcohol 
ia colored red with an aniline dye which 
doca not lade. 

The thermometer maker buys bis glass 
lubea in long strips from the glass factoiioa. 
Till' idns-blowor cuts these tubes to the 
proper lengths, and with his gasjet and 
lilowpipo makes the bulb on the lower end. 
Tho bulbs are then filled with colored alco- 
hol and tho tubes aland for 2-1 hours. On 
the following day nnother workman holila 
eacli lailli in t urn over the gasjet. until the 
colored lluid by it.s e.vp.msion lilla the tube. 
It is taken back to the glass. blower. He 
eloira the upper end and turns the toj) 
backward to niahe the little glaaa hook 
wliioh will help keep the tube in place in 
tho frame. 'J'he tubes now rest until a 
great iiunilicr of them are ready. Tlun (he 
proce3-3 of g (Uging begins. There arc no 
niarka whatever on tho tube, and tho first 
guide-mark to be m.ido ia tho freo/ing mark. 
'J'hia is found by plunging the bulbs into

Thia macbinij shaves a 
block of ice into piirticles, which answers 
tlie purpose aa well as anow. \'\'hen tlio 
bulbs have been long enough in this melt- 
ing snow a workman takes them one by one 
from their icy bath, nei/.ing each one eo 
that his thumb nail murks tiioexact spot to 
which the lluid has fallen. Here ho makes 
a acarofijy pm-ceptible mark upon tho glass 
with a line file and goes on to the next. 

'J'he tubes v.'ilh the freizing point marked 
on e.icli now go into the hands of another 
workman, w ho plungea them, bulb down, 
into a voaael filled with water kept con- 
stantly at G4 degrees. A standard ther- 
mometer attached to the inside of this ves- 
sel shows that the temperature of tho water 
ia correct. Another tiny file scratch is 
made at C-l. A third time the birlb is 
aliovcd into water kept constantly at 00, 
which, like the otliera, is marked. A tab 
iiiillixcdto each lube. It is tlion given 
over to the marker, who fits the bulb an, I 
book into a frame, and makes idigbt 
a, Tidchea cdrre.^poiidiiig to the .'ij, (it and 
tli) iiiarlis. It is ne.\l given over to a v.'oi k- 
iiian who cuts the ilegree marks. Alto- 
gdlier it takes niuoleen workpeople to 
make a thermometer.

Sa.n Fi:.\kciico, Feb. 2.— Senator Sanford 
expect a to leave for tho East not later than 
Saturday, llo said yesterday : " VVe ought 
to add the Sandwich Islands to onr territory. 
Wb don't particularly need them. They 
are a good way off and the government of 
them will cause ua couaiderable trouble and 
expense, and the lalanda will not ho of 
much use. The pcnplo as a rule are ignorant 
and undesirable. But we ought to tako 
possession of them if wo can do it fairly, in 
order to shut out any other power. I do 
not think we can all'oril to let Kngland step 
in and establish lierselt, and 1 do not think 
that the other ]''iiropean nations would look 
with favor upon aueli a proceeding." 

" Do you anticipate that Kngland would 
oiler any opposition to our annexing the 
group?' 

" .Sho would probably oppose it, but only 
hy diplomatic means. She would never 
dure to go to war with ua or any other civil- 
ized nation. In fact, I do not believe that 
England will ever go to war again with u 
civilized power, excepting a (pication of 
honor waa involved. .She is too rich and her 
conimerco is too extensive. She would hurt 
herself moro than she could injure anyone 
else. 

Let mo illustrate this by a conversation I 
had with a prominent English nobloman 
about tho time that it looked aa though there 
would bo trouble between Great Britain and 
Russia. lie was confident that there would 
bo War and ao t.xpressed himself to me. I 
replied that there was no possibility of such 
a thing. Suppose there is war declared, I 
.'iaid, England Would send her fleeta to 
blockade Russian porta. Whcc commerce 
would she kisep out but Ii-t own more than 
any one olse's. Conaeiiiieutly she will not 
venture to begin hoatiliiies. She may blus- 
ter a little, but it will end there. Yes, I 
think we shoold annex Hawaii. I don't 
think that any positive steps will bo taken 
with reference to" the matter during the 
present administration, although I kunv.' 
that President Harrison is not afraid to 
shirk any rc.-])oiiaibility. 

Wii.-M iMiTii.v, Del., Feb. 2. — Hon. Geo. 
Bates, M'ho was Anairican Commissioner to 
Samoa during tho in\-cstigation in 1SS6, 
said to-daj', Hpeaking of Hawaiian annex- 
ation : " Honolulu ia nearer to Washing- 
ton than Alaska, and vastly nearer than 
California at the time it waa incorporated 
in the Union. .The, necesaitipji.nf mniinn- 
coinineroo require adequate coaling stations 
in the Pacific both for our now naval veasela, 
which arc helpless without coal, and also as 
stationa for repairs and supplies for our 
commercial marine, and for places of rcfngo 
in case of danger."

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MORGAN ESCAPES CONVICTION 

On tUc Charge of Forging Ciiiitnln SIcwiinVs 
Nnmo to a Check. 

(In thu Supremo Comt, bofoio Mr. Justice 
Walkem.) 

The prisoner Morgan having been com- 
mitted for trial on ft charge thut ho " ou 
the ISlh January, 1893, did forgo tvud utler, 
wcl! Uiiowins; the aanie lo be forged, u cer- 
tain olitiiuo oil the Bank of British Colum- 
bia, Yicloiiu, for the Buni of !r05, witli in- 
tent to dtfruud," and having ou ilOlh Jun- 
uary elected lo bo tried apeedily before ii 
judge under the Speedy Tri.ils Acf, was put 
upon triid on Thursday before Mr. Juatieo 
Wulkem upon that charge iioeordn.gly. 
Gordon K. Hunter appeared for the Crown 
and Kobert Cassidy lor tho prisoner. 

It oppeared from tlio evidcnoo of tho 
■prosecutor, Thomas Chapman, that tlie 
prisoner, who was' a sailur on bo.u d Captain 
SiewardV aohooner •' Mascot." wua m tlio 
proseoutor'a restaurant where he , had 
boarded foe sonia time. On the night 
of 17th and morning of 18lh Janu'.ry 
he produced to prosecutor a cht(iuo upon 
the Bank ol B. C. dated 17th January, 
drawn in his own favor, for S^Oo, purportin.; 
to be Eigiied by J. S. Soywu^vd, and asUtd 
ino eoutor to cash itj that be refused ; 
that prisoner said it was Captain Sieward a 
cbGcU, and that ho saw the prisoner en- 
dorse his own name upon it between 6 and 
S a.m. on the 18t,h. 

Herbert C. Small, a partner of the prose- 
cutor, swore that ho cashed the check in 
<lue&iion for tho prisoner on the morning ut 
ISth January, between C and 8 ; tint 
prisoner taid the check wua Caplaia 
Sieward'a ; that ho vas going on one of 
uri's re.iling schooners; witness 
-.hm,' h; ilie initoner was honest, and 
he 'would not have advanced tho 
nion.'V it he hail not thnii-hl it was Capt. 
Slew.'"rd .-j cIhxU, us pii'-oner said. Tlie 
captain w;i3 a sti-aii'^cr lo him; aud lie had 
nevev vcoii lii^ ^iyuuture, Xlic cltock was 
reliii-. d at the bank. ^ 

Cro33-t xamincd lie said: 1)uin t know 
Sieward at all, except by name; heard hiii 
credit was g>'od; didn't know liia signature 
<ir lion- lie spelt his name; would not have 
probably cashed thu check if tlie prisoner 
liad not said it was Steward'^; relied on 
wluil he said and not ou the document 
itiielt ai to its being Sieward's check; the 
pris(;i!er was not sober; he had been drink- 
ing considerably. 

"To the Court : I would have lent the 
money to the man on his own credit if he 
had ntked; I would probably have lent him 
§10 or $-'0, but no more. 

W. H. IVgram, a clerk in the 
Bank of B.C., said that ho was ex- 
pert in handwriting, aud that all 'ho 
writing on tho check, including the 
signatures of the drawer aud endorser, were 
in tho same style of writing and were proba- 
bly written by the same person. 

Mr. Hunter then proposed, under stc. 'J-JJ, 

Crim. Proc. act, to put in th-; deposition 
of Thomas H. (CaptuiD) Sieward, taken 
before tlte magistralo at the piehniinarv 
examination, to^sliow that the check v,-;-.s not 
signed liy Idm, "pnn i)roof that the wiluets 
w.iH nuw out of Canada, and called (or that 
purpose : 

Tliomaa M. Robb, whosaid : lamaconsta- 
blo; 1 know Captain Sieward; I saw him two 
weeks aco; I went into his place on Monday 
(29th), and inquired for him; I was told 
(objected t-j, ) I wai unable to find him. 

Mr. Hunter tli'jn asked for an ailj nur,- 
ment to produce other evidence on the i,.,ii;t, 
which was granted. 

._!I!U«~.«.«..'ttol»«rli»-ur«».t.hp,ti. called, anii In- 

posed; "lammsnifest clerk at tho cua- 
toms. I know Captnin Sieward. He clear- 
ed fom the cnatoras with his sohuoner on 
•28th January. The document produced 
shows the outward report of the schooner 
Mascot from Victoria for the North Pacific 
ocean, signed H, F. S^cv.ard, master." 

Mr. Cassidy obj.vted tliat this was inad- 
nussiblc to the saiiic extent as a letter stat- 
ing an iiUi-iition of leaving Canada would 
lie"50 as '.videnue of the writer having left 
( 'anau.i. 

The C;ourt : I will admit the document in 
tlie mcautinie for what it is worth. 

Mr. Hunter subndtted tlie evidence wna 
sulhoient proof to found a liiuling that the 
witness waa out of Canada — Keg. v. Isclaon, 
lOnt. P.ep., 

His Lordship : This is far from the proof 
rec|uired hy the statute. It is eiiougli inero- 
ly to found a eurini.se. 

■ Mr. Hunter then asked for a further ad- 
jomijiuenL lo produce better evidence, and 
the caie was adjourned for an hour. 

Carson Downey testified : "I am a sailor 
and know the schooner Mascot and her Cap- 
tain, Sieward. I saw him on Sunday, liSth 
January, at noon. He was on lioard the 
Mascot. He waa getting under weigh. I 
was bidding him good-bye. Tlie vessel 
heaved up anchor and hoisted fail. I tlien 
left her. I did not see her leave. I last 
saw two men on the jib boom hoihting the 
jibs. Captain Sieward's son was with me, 
both on board and ashore. We came off to- 
gether and wcnc to the Gaptai&'s house. 
The vessel was not lying at her anchorage 
the next day. 

Cross-e.xaniined : I do not know where the 
schooner now is ; I cannot swear she is not 
in the harbor ; I have not examined the 
harbor. 

His Lordship— Tho evidence is still insuf- 
ticient. I cannot admit llie deposition. 
The section No. 222 says: "When proof 
being given of the absence," &o. I cannot 
say that it is proved, and I cannot so 
find it. 

Itlr. Hunter then moved for an adjourn- 
ment for two days to procure satisfactory 

evidence. 

Mr. Ca'-sidy— We object to that. _We 
shou'd not be in a worse position tlian it we 
had licen given in charge of a jury at th(! 
asbizos, when bucIi a course coidU not ijc 
pur.-.ueil. If the Crown take the respo_n-d- 
l)ilily of going into tho case on insullijient 
evidunce, ai,d fail to make a Cdse, tlie ju is- 
oijcr alioulil not be remanded on the chance of 
their procuring better. The Ci ou n should 
have asked an ndj^jurninunt before 

the ease began if they v.ere not 
ready lo go on. In order to 
juatify the postponement of a (criminal) 
trial there must be a clear case of legal 
necessity, and there is no authority that in 
any oaso legal necessity can be created by 
the act of God or the conduct of the pri- 
soner or his friends (Hale P. C. note to 
Keg. V. Winsor, I V. &. F., at p. 2G8), and 
even in a civil case a judgo could not ad- 
journ tho trial on account of difficulty after 
thejuiy were charged with the evidence 
(d/id p. .'371, Ucf;. v. P.nssell, 4 Taunt 121)).

. . . other tlian tho charge for which 
he has been committed . . . although 
such charge does not appear in 
tlio depositions." Tho clmrgo might 
now bo preferred and substituted, _ and 
tho prisoner be convicted, of obtaining 
the $55 . by felse pretenses, in support of 
which there waa sufBeient evidence to oon- 
conviat. 

Tho argument of this question was ad- 
journed till yesterday by consent of the 
prisoner. " ; 

When the case was resumed, Gordon B. 
Hunter for the Crown, hold that the lesser 
chorge of obtaining the money by false pre- 
tenses waa necessarily iiichided in the 
charge of forging and uttering the elieck. 
The forgery was the making of a false docu- 
ment, which tho prisoner pretended was, 
and uLterrd to the iirosecutor a.i, a true one, 
v.-ith intent to defraud, thereliy ol.lainiiig 
tiie money. The Crown liad proved the falsity 
of the praence and of tlie document, and had 
only failed to make out the actual f.irgery 
by tlie prisuiier lijeuuso fif the strictness 
of pi oof i t iiuired. pm gery is very 
closely allied to obtaining by false 
pretences. "Jf there were no special pro- 
visions on the sul)j(!Ct many C'lsea of forgeiy 
would be punish.ible as cases of obtaining 
good-i or mnney l>v false pretene(-s." (Fit/, 
j. Stephen Ml." Harris Crim. Law, ) 
We admit that if tlio prisoiu'r had elecleil 
to be tried Hjieedily on the ksser oU'ence 
there would bono jurisdiction to try or con- 
vict him for the gn-aier (lloodman V. lleg , 
3 Out, Rep. IS) ;' but, having elected to he 
tritd for the grjater he is not iiijuied by 
being convicted of a lesser ( tll-nse included 
in it. 

llobort Cassidy, for tho priioin r, claimed 
that forgery and obtaining money by false 
pretenses, though allied in regard ti.i llie 
nature of the facta on which they arc baaed, 
aro not, aa crimes, cognuto olfonces, either 
in regard to cpuility, degree, or tho nature 
of tho evidence rctjuired to support 
them respectively. Forgery is a felony, 
aud corroborative evidence to that 
of llie person interested is required — and 
the prisoner may hero have assumed ihat it 
could not be given when ho elected to bo 
tried speedily on that charge. False pre- 
tcucca is a misdemeanor, and no corrobor- 
ation is rotpiired. Tho test is whether a 
jury, on au indictment for forgery, could, bh 
an alternative, liiul the prisoner guilty of 
obtaining the money by false ])retences. 
They could not. Tho judge here haa no 
more power — sec. Speedy Trials Act, 
governs. The meaning of sec. 12, is not 
that the prisoner may be convicted of any 
charge, whether iireferred against liim be- 
fore trial or nut, or whether he elcited to 
be tried speedily upon it ; but that, before 
trial, the C^rown may prefer against hini 
any charge which the evidence given before 
the iiiagiitrate may appctir to warrant, 
though the inagi.-<lrato committed him for 
lrial(n a dilV'-UeiU charge— -(^ue (.'orinvall 
V. Kogina, .'i.'i, C, ('.(,'. I! ,' I mi. Abo Co'iil- 
man v. Ktgina, .'! Out., lti'|j. IS.) It. inakea 
no dill'ereuce, as to the operation of the con- 
sent, that the oharge proposed to be sub- 
stituted is a lesser offence instead of a 
grialer. 

His L!jrd-.hi|i — whatever my opinion as tn 
tho ineriis of this case niiiy he, I am clear 
that 1 cannot convict the prisoner. When 
he was brought before nie lo elect aa to the 

duty under Section 7 of the Sjicedy Trials 
A3t, that be wua cliarged with the oirenco 
of forging and uttering the cheque in ques- 
tion, and that he liad the option of being 
tritd upon it spt-edily before me or awailjng 
trial at the next assizes before a jury. He 
elected to be tried before me. Now, in the 
proceedings under this act, there is no for- 
mal indictment but the juisontr stands 
charged with the oli'ence in the same man- 
ner OS if there were one drawn up formally, 
setting out tho eh.argo stated to the prison- 
er. He cannot bo tried for any oU'eucc with 
which he is not cliarged, or wliicli is not in- 
cluded in tliatcharge. Here I have proceeded 
to end of the trial, and find no evidence upon 
which 1 can convict him of any cilfenco in- 
cluded in the charge atated to him. It is 
suggested that I should convict him of a 
different offence on the ground that the evi- 
dence adduced would support a charge for 
that offence. I am in the same position as 
a jury would occupy if the prisoner were on 
trial before them on the oharge of forgery. 
I do not see how I can convict the prisoner 
of one offence after trying him for another. 
I think a Court of Appeal would look upon 
that with considerable astonishment.

Russia Hardly Likely: to Choose tlie 
Present Time for; Military 
OperatioBsA V " 



(The SliUist, London, Decombor.) 
A remarkublo piimiililet— said to bo olli- 
citti— has been iiublialieJ in Ciermany, which 
sots forth very clearly the present military 
strength of the tivo great powora. In 1S70, 
when the war broke out, wo aro told that 
Germany had 101 battalions of infantry, 11)0 
Bqiiadrous of cavalry, and 100 guns more 
than Franco. Now France hiia 70 battalions 
vof infantry, and 270 guns mora than Ger- 
iniany, the cavalry of both States beingabout 
I equal. Thesefigurea uhou' how extraordinary 
lhave bsen the efforts mada by Franco 
to recover her old position in Euroiie ; and, 
if we are to bolievo that the organiz:ition 
and diaciplino of tlio French army aro ciiual 
to those of the German, and that rdl the 
necessary stores and nmterials havo been 
provided,' then unquestionably France at 
the prosent nioment would bo superior to 
Germany were war to break out. Further- 
more, the pamphlet goes on to say thit 
wore war to break out, Russia and Franco 
, can put into the field a million men and 
1,700 guns, more than Germany and her 
two allies. 

These figures aro certainly remarkable, 
ami cannot fail to have an' iDfluence upon 
public opinion in Germany. Whether they 
will break down the opposition to the new 
Arn)y bills remains to be aeen j but untiues- 
tinnably it will bo dilfioulb for the Germim 
I'urliament to refuse the increase, it it bo 
really true that the Triple Alliance is at so 
great a disadvantago, both as regards tho 
numbers of men and guns, compared with 
France and'Kusaia, Of course, it is to bo 
borne in mind that Russia baa to hold in 
check many neighbors. She ia exposed to 
^ attack not only in Europe, but in Asia : 
^ l.er people ia not homogeneous, and there 
may bo at any moment a revolt, either in 
tho Caucasus or in I'oland, or elsewhere, 
should ahe bo unsuccessful in the field. Itia 
also true tliat mobilizition ia difiicult, alon- 
and costly in Ruaaia ; and, liiatly, it is true 
that distances are great, and that armioa 
cannot be thrown upon a given point rapiiUy, 
as in Germany and France. Still, if tlie 
fact be that Russia and France together cm 
by a mighty etrort bring a million more men 
into the field tlmir Germiiuy, Austria- 
Hungary and Italy combined, tiie position 
is not one that can be acceptable to tlio 
Gorman peoiilo, and it will Ijo diflicult for 
the German I'arliatneut to rcfuao lo grant 
what the Government rcquirL'S. 

Tho military bills have excited fears th.it 
the German Government ia looking for war 
in tho early spring, and the cxcitomcnt 
caused bj' the I'anuma Ecmdals has added 
to tho fear; while tlio publication in Austria- 
Hungary this week of a .st'cret dispatch, 
addressed in May, 1S77, by Count Audrassy 
(then miniater for foreign all'airf) to Count 
i'eust (then Auatrian ambassador in London) 
is certainly nob calculated to allay tlie 
apprehension. In ofTeot, the dispatch states 
', that under no circumstances can Austria- 
" Hungary allow Russia to occupy Constan- 
tinople, to dominate Bulgaria, to annex- 
Koumimia, or t,o hold Servia. Further, it 
goea on to say that the establishment of a 
great Slav state in the Balkan peninsula at 
the expense of non-Slav elements could not 
bo tolerated. Naturally, people think that 
a dispatch, of ..this lcindl.wauld-iiotJ]e..tn_ado 
public now if there were nob a political 
motive. Ostensibly it is done to clear the 
memory of Count Andraasyi but, really, 
people believe it is a warning to Kusaia and 
to those Balkan states that are likely to he 
muted by Russian influence. If the Austro- 
Hnngariun Foreign Miniater thinks it ne- 
cessary to :nve such a warning in such a 
manner, lli'-'u uncjuestionably the situation is 
grave. Yet wo ciinr.ot believe that war is 
likely to brcali out in the spring; Ihstly, 
because tliu Triple .MHanco will not, l)L'.!in 
tho Btruggle, a:;d, secondly, lji,-cui.-iu HusHi^i 
ia not prepared for it. There in i(npcniling 
a great conmicrcial crush. It, v.-ill lie cuhl, 
indcad, if tho Ruosian (ioverniiienl choo.H.t.i 
a time of famine, conimerci.'.l crisiin, und 
financial discredit abroad for be;4inning 
military operations. 

There ia one other rc.uion for hoping that 
tho danger of war is ex;'.g(;crati-(i , and ii is, 
that wliat is going on now in Vi.v'u is calcu- 
lated to remind th'.^ I'ri nch poopli- of wliat 
hai,pened wlu'ii ihe I'.Ht war broke out. 
Kvery one v, il! runii.nil)';r I hut the .\linidter 
of War of tliat day dechirod to llio l''ni|)cror 
tliiit France w:i3 prejjared — even to the but- 
tons on till! aoldieib' gaiters— and that when 
war came it was found that nolhim.' bad 
been prep:>r<;d. Tlie giu risona had not beun 
provisioned, and tiie nnlitary stores had 
been pKinderod. Jf it he really true that the 
public men of I'ranco are better than 
the crew that surroimded Napoleon III, 
still can there be any assurance 
that the money voted so plenti- 
fully for the army and navy has 
been more cmscientiously spent than 
it was under the Empire. Of course, we 
aro nofc assuming that tho charges made 
BgainsC French public men are true — we 
hope most sincerely that I hey will all bo 
disproved. What wo are pointing out ia, 
that the mere fact that Cbumbcrs havo al- 
lowed five Senators and five Deputies to bo 
charged with such gravo offences, ia in it- 
self "calculated to maUo Frenchmen pause 
and feel a doLilit, v. liether they are really 
lis well prepared for war as hitherto has 
been supposed.

071,000, Canadian Bank of Commerce 83,- 
OOD.OOO, Dominion Bank $1,238,000, Mer- 
chants' Bank 8764.000. 

We wonder what the self-satisfied citizen 
of the United States must think when ho 
considers such a paragraph aa the above. 
To read United .Stales j lurnala, and listen 
to tho scorn they pour upon Canadian say- 
ings and doings, one v.ould never fancy that 
such a "one-horae country" as Canada COttld 
bcanythii.'!; l)iitu fly in the ointmontof North 
A'.ii.,i i.; '.n ].I■o^ pel ity. \ cf. Canada does 
near n!i iirporlanl pirt in United States 
life in prooii.diig what I he people of the 
(.r^.it I ^'public are hlinrt ot — note, for one 
tliii'.j; alone, nickel; in supplyin:; their r,iil- 
v,-ay ii,-steiiis with a lar^o: unii incieasing 
(ra;;;c : i.'i lending funds to their ijanks in 
time ui r-nc'l ; and in subscribing to United 
■ Stales onterprises — think of tho large 
i Canadian capital invested in etich under- 
I takings an thy Coninn;rciid Cable anil 
Western Union c'lnpAnies, tho Great 
Northern system, and many otliers whioh 
will at onoe occur to tho mind. Then the 



United Statca finds tho Cimadiaa canals

ABOUT THE SIZE OF IT. 

A Washington dispatch says : Repre- 
sentative Outhwuite, of Ohio, chairman 
of tho Committee on ^lilitary Affairs, 
has rather startling views on the revolution. 
He talked to-nijjht quite freely, " I think," 
Slid Mr. Outhwaite, " that o great outrage 
has been committed by our Government on 
the Government of Hawaii. Is'o representa- 
tion ia made that any citizens of tho United 
States were in any danger whatever, and 
eveu if the citizens of tho United States 
wore in danger it ia a question whether tho 
United States should have landed troops. 

"No men who held fraaohises under the 
Government then existing were American 
citizens. They had ceased to become 
American citi/.-ins as far as they could by 
taking up allegiance to a different power. 

" So far as I can gather it from the re- 
ports, it looks like a great filibustering 
scheme of the parties who are interested 
cither in tho sugar interests or some other 
way. The scheme is evidently to take pos- 
session of tho Sandwich Islands under tho 
cloak of annexation and put the Govern- 
ment of the United States in a most unfor- 
tunate position. It would bo a very fine 
thing for the sugar interests to get two cents 
a pound bounty from the United States fjr 
sugar nuule there. 

"I want to say," continued Mr. Outh- 
waite, speaking with great force and 
solemnity, " th.it the landing of those troops 
from tlie I'oilon was an act, of war. Ifou- 
long would we submit to tho landing of 
troops in any city of ours by any nation ! 
liut the Sindivich IslKnds aro a small 
nation, numberiiig Icsi than 100,000 souls, 
and cannot enforce reilress." 



The LrKUIinale Cost of (he raaaina Canal. 

M. Flory, the Government export at 
I'.iris, w-ho baa been telling tho Deputies 
where tho Panama money went lo, says that 
out of the 1,4,34,000,0(10 francs received by 
tho Canal compiiny, l!!!),()OU,tl0O were ex- 
pended upon the tnaiuigement ot tho con- 
cern, 21!), 000, 000 in iuter'jst on coupons, 
and 500,000,000 on actual canal oiieratione. 
Of tliis last amount only 107,0011,000 franca, 
or somewhat inore thiin"ji;20, 000,000, went 
to the workmen on the big ditch, tho re- 
mainder being pocketed by the contractors, 
or by them employed in many devious ways. 
Now, M. FilTera profit alone was .S;5,000,000 
francs, we are told, and that of tho other 
contractors a third more, so that when wo 
come to the total legitimately spent upon 
the canal itself— if such a term ia permia- 
sil)le in tho fico of what seems to havo 
been almost universal extravagance — WO 
find that a good deal actually has been ac- 
complished considering the money ex- 
pended. A few months ago llesr .\diniral 
Seymour of the British Navy, presented in 
the Nineteenth Century a detailed account 
of the present condition of the canal. As 
he then pointed out, one-fifth the work ii 
now complete, if the original plana for a 
sea-level canal ate adhered to, or one-third, 
if the later scheme endjracing locka and two 
artificial lakes, is considered. These facta 
indicate that the Panama c.inal is by no 
means a financial impossibility, for they 
show that at i\ comparatively reaannaljle 
figure a considerable proporrion of tho total 
work contemplated haa been accomplished. 
Finnncicra of the dcfiiiictj Frcocli coiiijnuy 'a 
stripe will hardly succeed in connecting the 
Atlantic and Pacific by a nuvigiiblo canal at 
Panama, but that ia by no means saying 
that it cannot be done. — Providence Jour- 
nal.

Theeatabliahnient of P>o,irda of Concilia^- 
tion to settle disputcb betiveeii workmen 
and employera i-i neither new uor untried. 
Tribuuala of a somewhat aiinilar character 
and constituted for tho same purpose, have 
been in operation in France for more than 
eighty-five yeara. They are called Cou soils 
des Prud'hommca. In ISUil thoro were VM 
of these Coni-eils in Franco, and they dealt 
withaome l-J.U'Jj oasoa in the courao of the 
year. "Of thtae about 10,000 were ami- 
cably esttled by tho Conciliation Courta ; 
about 12,000 voluntarily withdrawn by the 
parties, and only aoine I'J.COO or 11, COO 
were referred to tho x^rbitralion Com la for 
iudpmrnl.'' .'^ir Juliua Vo^el, from v.hose 
.U'ticle "Social I'olitici in Ne\v Xeaiand," 
in tho January number of the Kortnightly 
Review, we get our information, aaya : 

"The Conaeilaaro not able to enforce their 
awards, but tliby can refer disputes to 
boards of arbitration which possess sotr.u 
power of a compulsory character." _ • 

Mr. Reovca, Mini-acr for Labor, wr,o_m- 
troduced a conciliation and arbitration lull 
;m4» — r—pt-i—i....^»t-fcu— <.-»»>»— Tl —J 
the French Conaeila: "They are establiahed 
on too narrow n basis. Theyare not allov.ed 
to deal with strikes, i'ot_]'£i?8 
witirtlio"fairncl?3~or uufairneaa of wages, or 
to deal with any ca.-e3 except what we 
should call factory oaaea— that ia to aay, 
disputes as to the exact wages agreed to bo 
paid, deductions, abaenoos from work, dj^- 
foctivc workmanship, apprenticeship, piece , 
work, etc." Mr. Keevea failed to carry hia 
bill through tho Legislature because the 
Lcgialalive Council insisted on Removing 
the compulsory couditioua of arbitration 
■and the House of Representatives refused 
to accept the Council's amendment, liut 
the advocates of the bill are not without 
hope of its yet becoming law. Tho com- 
pulsory clause which the membera of the 
Council consider to objcctiunablo ia 
the provision of tlie bill which 
the working class in New Zealand 
value most highly.

ciliation and arbitration, but decided ufU r 
much deliberation not to make it coinind 
aory." This course, it appears, waa lalcen 
in order to make the measure acceptable lo 
the British laboring cl a: sea.

If 
they are ealislicd ivith their (Jiieeii, us they 
appear to be, a number of scheming politi- 
cians in Honolulu should HOC be allowed to 
dethrone her and to hand them over to a 
foreign power without as much as asking 
their leave. 

And it appoara to be the design of ihcae 
precious Commissioners to take from the 
Hawaiians all power of aclf-governmout. 
One of them, Tiiurstoti, is reported as saying: 
Of c mrae, our aiii'ii.ssioii as a State is out 
of ihn iiueation. Uiir admisjinii under the 
laws governing T'erritorica would bo (i|\iiil- 
ly una'aliafe.ctory to llie United Slates and 
the repreHcutatives of the I'lovisional (jnv- 
ernmc iit. Our position is a peculiar one. 
Popular g'lvernuieut ia out of the (pication, 
and .still popular government in some modi- 
lit 1 form is the only thing that will satisfy 

the people. 

S.ieh barefaced rascality an this is seldom 
openly conftased. If Gomniissioner Thura- 
tondidnot talk the most arrant nonsense, 
his object is to cheat tho people of tho 
Hawaiian lalanda with some form of popu- 
lar government which ia not popular gov- 
ernment, but only ita scmblanco, for ho as- 
.'lei'la " [lopiil.ir government in tho.:o 
islands ia impossible." Ho, then, ui.d his 
fellow-oommissionors aro bound not only to 
sell tho Hawaiians, but to aoll them into 
pditieal fcl.ivery.

There havo been 
troublous times in Uganda, and if tho unruly 
spirits aro not kept well in hand there 
will bo troublous times there again. 
Sir Ceraid Portal may bo deiieiided 
upon if he has lialf a clvineo to kce.p up tbo 
prestige of the British in that, peirt of dark- 
est Africa. It appears that it is chiefly to do 
this ho ia sent to that distant and barbar- 
ous country. Even those who strongly ad- 
vocate the retention of Ug&ndik by the Brit- 
ish Covernment do not say that any imiiie- 
diate advantage, from u commercial point of 
view, ia lo bo gained by tho oeeui-iation of 
the country. But it is maintained that the 
presence of the British there will put an ef- 
fectual check to the slave trade and in timo 
place Oreat Britain in a position to receive 
benefit from tho rich and fertile regions by 
which Uganda is surrounded.

Her 'Agents BbUovo She "Will Tnrn Up All 
Rlght-What Is Said of thc Belay. 

(From the San Frauoiaco Chronicle.) 
Said an ollioial ^of the I'acilic Mail line : 
" We are not an.xious about tho vessel. 
Conlinuous gales would delay the steamer a 
week. She is coming over what is known 
as the southern course from ^'okohamu, 
which is a IS-day trip for her. 'I'he reason 
of going south instead of taking the great 
circle conrse was in the hope of getting 
milder 'treather. On the last trip of the 
steamer China she canio over llio same 
course and had bad weather the greater 
part of tho voyage, while ve;ails coining 
over by the circle at thc same time had line 
weather. 

Thero are good reasons to believe that 
something out of the general run of voyages 
from the Orient Inn occurred. Whether il 
has been continued heavy weather on the 
trip, the breaking ot the sliaft or the part- 
ing of a connooting rod ih.u, iiaa caused the 
delay there ia no way of determining, 'i'he 
briaking of the main ..haft is posdblo of re- 
pairs ei-ce;)t in the ij.av^'al Ihe stern. Tho 
breaking -jf the hiln.r would disable thc 
steamer lo such an e.v'eul that she would 
have to bo lowed to port by anotlier vessel.

The ehihl was sold for aervice in thc 
h'lo.very L;ind wJien but ten years of age, 
and gives her name as Ah Rivong. Tlie 
name, however, is that of her origins.l em- 
ployer or .slave master.

FURIOUS GUATEMALANS. 

They lU-trent the Son of the British MliUstcr- 
Warshlps Called Upon for Protection. 

San- DiEiio, Ca.1., Feb. 13, —Further uil- 
vices wero received by Iho I'acidc Mail 
Btcumship San Juan of tlie trouble at the 
city of Guatemala between the natives'- and 
the British minister. The San Juan was at 
the port of San Joao do Gualomala for 
only two hours on January '22. Nothing 
was known of the trouble by tbo Bteanier's 
ofEcfers until aft-er her arrival ut that port, 
and only disjointed accounts of the alTiur 
could be obtained. Uhe liritiah cruiser 
Nympho was at Suii Joso on that date, and 
her officers visited the Siin Juan, leaving 
and recoivinp letters. From them it wiia 
learned that Minister Gosling's oldest son, 
a boy about H years old, was viuitiiit! on 
the oofFeo plantation of an Englishman 
named Harris, who it very unpopular 
among tho natives of liia district, and \vlio, 
on several occasiona, has liad serious 
trouble. 

Harris and young Gosling visited at San 
Geronimo on tho night of December ^Uli, 
and in the darkness they were attacked by 
some natives, who attempted to kill Harris. 
In the molea young Gosling was knocked 
down and in self-defence shot bis antagonist. 
tChe latter soon died. Tho boy was <1 ingor- 
ously hurt, but he and Ida companion es- 
caped. Subsequently the boy -ivas arrested 
for murder and placed in jail, from which, 
at his father's urgent request, he was allow- 
ed to bo removed to the British legation, 
where his wounds were dressed. The rela- 
tives of the dead native were furious and 
prevailed upon a mob, which included 
several naval oliicers, to accompany them to 
the minister's house, where they attempted 
to force their way in and capture the boy. 
:Minister Gosling and his servants were 
able, hou-cvcr, to keep them at bay. 

A telegram was sent to tho comnmnderB 
of the British crnisero Melpomene and 
Xymphe, then stationed at Acapulco, and 
in thteo days tlie Xyniphe was in the har- 
bor of San Joso. Her conimandur, after a 
short interview, demanded an apology for 
insult to tho Hag, threatening to blockade 
tlie port. According to one informant he 
notilicd the GauLenudan government that a 
claim for .tl 10,000 indemnity would be en- 
tered for the in)uries lo tlie minister's son. 
He aUo wired despatelioa in ICiiglisli to the 
commanders of the Warapitu and^ Mel- 
pomene at Acapulco, asking for their co- 
operation. It is alleged that tho Gaute- 
nialun authorities learned the contents of 
these dispatches and at once tendered the 
required apology, at tho same lime (luelling 
all trouble. By the ■-'■Jiul the iiuitter liad 
been temporarily ended, uud the command- 
er of the Nymphe has returned with 
Minister Gosling and sou to the vessel. The 
I4ymphe was to leave on tho -'5th for Aca- 
pulco, but it coald not be learned whether 
or not Minister Gosling intended to leave 
Guatemala. 

PACIFIC COAST MACKEKl^L. 

Pii6sibiiitie3 of" a I.artje and Prodtable Indus- 
try lii liig UevcldiH'd by our Southern 
.Neighbors. 

(From tlic Los Angeles Ilerald.l 
Our mackerel tiaheries will not compare 
with those of the Atlanlic for size or tiali, 
but there is no end lo the number ot tlioni, 
and that ia the greater deaideraluni after 
nil. In tho Eastern fisheries tho largest 
Qjaokerel are sorted out and put up in kits 
with brine, marked No. 1. Then comes a 
second size, also put in kits and marked 
>fo 2. The third ei/.o is put up in small 
,ljcg9, with a mixture ot vinegar, onions, 
bay loaves, salt and peppercorn, while a 
fourth is canned in tin cans holding two 
pounds each and teasoncd with tomato 
sauce. Every grocery store in Los Angeles 
has the kits uud the cans, but there are 
few -spiced oiie.s to be had. In the great 
lidiing towns of Franco, such as Conoarneau, 
Nice and Trouville, there are canneries 
nhere mackerel are canned in oil just like 
sardines, and the man wlio has once- eaten 
nuicktrel pui up in this way will never care 
10 e.it sardines ag'dn. ^ 
At present tlie preserving of mackerei 
in oil here is not co be thought of, because 
the olive indusury ia too new and tho prices 
of oil much too high. GroWer.a of ,Suil:i 
Barbara and National City an; afclliiig 
their oil at s IT) per case f.ir i[Uarl^, and s-.i 
much purer ia tlioir oil than the imp n ted 
article that all the restaurants iiro willing 
to pay tho diirereuce in inice for the s.ike 
of getting an oil tliat does not gro'.v 
ranoid. But otlicr olive orchards are com 
ing in daily to swell tlie product, ami 
prices must decline as tho prcnlucls lo- 
creasc. Whenever oil gets down to al^ nil 
§1.50 per gallon then it will pay lo uae il 
for canning mackerel and sardiiKia, i.iid 
then we may expecl lo see canneriea ts- 
'tablished at a dozen points between here 
and San Francisco. The very same cap- 
ital which is employed in tho salmon cvn- 
neriea of Alaska and I'ugot Sound is ready 
' to go into this business whenever c. live oil 
gets down to such a ligure that Ihcy c\ii 
see their way clear to use it. Five veara 
hence that will not bo such a diUioult 
matter, for trees that now yield a (|uart 
of oil will then bo yielding two gallons, 
and while tho price is sure to be less than 
now tho increase in the yield will more 
than make up the dilTerence. 

One ilozen smart and active fishermen on 
Saiua Monica bay would soon make a good 
showing for thomiielves and their families. 
They would erect tidy lit I lo cottages, sur- 
rounded by Hlllc ganlcn-i, and teach our 
iieople how mncli could be achieved with a 
very little inoney. They would not lose a 
liaat onco in live years, and yel lln'y would 
liuve the wholo range of the great coast, 
from Tori Haifurd to .San 1 )iei;o, in whicli 
to conduct their oper.i.tio!iM. Ic! is plenty, 
and juntas cheap aa in Now York or Bos- 
ton. They could ship their product and 
never lose the sale of a dollar's worth of fish 
in the course of a year. 



NOT A DISTINCT RACE. 

Tho Cliff-Dwellers Identical With the Pueblo 
Inillnna of To-tlay. 

The fable of the so. called clill'-dwelleiH 
and cave-dwellers an a disliiicl rac(! oiMa.,:r.-. 
has been absolutely exploded in tciem'o. 
Tho fact is that the cli II' dwellers and the 
cave-dwellers of the Southwest were I'lieblcj 
Indians, pure and simple. Kven a careless 
eye can lirid tlie proof in every corner of the 
Houthweat. It v.as a (]neution not of race, 
but of physical geography. The I'ueblo cut 
his garment according to hia cloth, and 
whether ho burrowed hia house or built it 
of mud bricks or stone bricks or cleft stone, 
a-top a cliff or in caves or ahclvca of its face, 
depended simply upon hia townaito. Tne 
one inflexible rule was security, and to gain 
that ho took tho " shortest " cut offered by 
hia Burroundinga. When ho found hiniaolf 
—as ho sometimes did in his volcanic range 
—in a region of tufa cliffs, he simply whit- 
tled out his residence; 'In the commoner 
hard iock canyons ho bullfcstono houses in 
whatever Kafeat place. . In the Valleys ho 
niado and laid adoues. flo Sometimes even 
dovetailed all these varieties of arobitcoturo 
in onn nnd the WBio aettlement,— Soribner's 
ilaguisinc. 



THE CflOLERA. 

To THE EDITOR :—Whether.< the child of 
terror or not, there eiists j ft very general 

belief in Kuropo and the United States that 
cholera will reappear wdth tho coming sum- 
mer. As tlio disease travels with man, Ihero 
is, at all events, a probability that if it ap 
pears in the United States British Colum- 
bia will not go free; the interoom'munioation 
b:dng so great and constant. There being 
really uo euro known for the disease, 
and as provention is in a groat measure 
Iiraoticable, the utmost diligonco should be 
given to it; but if the public will not strenu- 
ously assist— if they will not lielp them- 
Belves and their fellows— then no no one else 
can. If they wish to bo saved they must 
savo themselves by assisting tho authorities 
and carrying out the means of prevention 
already^iiiljlisheil, and which should be not 
only paatnil on the wall, but thoroughly 
well estjiblislied in tho brain. Providence 
helps those who help themselves. 

There ia nothing now contained in tho 
following extracts taken from the coininuni- 
cation in tho Forum of tho proeent month 
(February) signed .Sir Spencer Wells, form- 
erly president uf tho Royal College of 
Surgeons, England — a groat professional 
man: 

" Before 1S31 no such frightful disease as 
cholera hud been known in Kughuid, but 
had long been known in India, and it ex- 
tended to the United Slatea. It overcame 
all obatuclcs, of winds, seasons, climates, 
mountain or oceans, but followed the truck 
of travelers. Tho cholera poison travels, 
lu Bomo way it ia carried from person to 
person — snmetimea by persona who havo not 
themselves siiirered from ita ell'ecta. 

" How the jioison is dill'asod ia another 
question. In the great majority of c.ises it 
is by driidiirig water that tho poison — /,';'; 
hwilO:^ or r///c/o — is nmltiplied and carried. 
It is the seed. It linds ita most fruilfiil 
soil whore there ia poverty, in lemperauce, 
w-ant of fresh air, crowding, din, bad food, 
and above all, impure drirddng water. The 
see I is not recreated. It ia preserved and 
carried. It passes over the strong, healthy 
people who live in high and dry places, 
breathe fresh air and drink ])nre water — it 
decimates on the other hand in those i)lace8 
and among thoso people previously niun- 
tioned — particularly such as drink feccalised 
water. Rivers may ho fujcalised by uc- 
wholesonio drains running into Ihoin, or peo- 
ple living, particularly if afTected, at their 
source. 

' ' Tho germ of cholera is a poison, not a 
ndneral poison, but incalculably more 
dangerous — a living poison which has the 
power of mutliplyiiig itself with amazing 
rapidity. Tho rapid increnao is incalculable. 
A udnute speck of tho mucous discharge from 
au animal affected by cattle plague, if put 
into tho blood of a healthy ox, increases so 
fast that, ia a few hours, the whobi of the 
blood of the animal is so poisoned that every 
drop contains enough poison to convey the 
disease to another animal within forty-eight 
hours. 

" We havo no test o'.i which we can rely 
to decide if water wliich has been littered 
conlaina organiania hurtful to human beings. 
Tliero are chemical teats which will decide 
whether or not tlurn ia organic matter, but 
they cannot delorniine whether or not tl;p 
organisiiia are injurious U> health. l'"ven 
the microsopieal evidence of the existence 
of various apecies of bacteria can onlj de- 
termine if they are all vnrielic a auppoco 1 to 
be innocuous, or if any distinct apacies 
known lo bo present arc dangerous. The 
absenco or presence of microphytes or their 
spores in water and tlio properties of these 
organisms, lio v they diU'er from one another 
and how far they constitute s^urcoa of dan- 
ger to mankind should, at onco, by goveru- 
inoiits, be made tho subject of investigation 
" Unce polluted with cholera germs, or, 
indeed, some others, it ia very doubtful if 
any process of filtration or precipitation 
will completely purify it. 

" Water that passes through a dirty fil- 
ter is worse than unfiltered water. There- 
fore, the porous part of every filter should 
bo moveable, and boiled four or five minntes 
at least once a week. Indeed, in all spread- 
ing diseases that are carried by water, li!;e 
cliolera and typhoid, il ia advisable to boil 
all drirddng water and all milk which may 
have been (liluted by the aildition of water. 
" We niubt next a I;, wli.it do wo know 



those infected with cholera, aud po forth, 
whilst living, and make it a nii^deuieanor 
to expose tlioin publicly, but when they are 
dead we dispose of them in oho 'Very way 
most likely to preserve and multiply tho 
diseased germs:! 

"The work ot Pasteur, done mostly 
within the last thirty years, in determintag 
the bacterial origin of many diseases, in 
attenuating tho virus and in proving the 
mitigatiug and protective effect of inoculat- 
ing with it so artenualied, has led us a cer- 
tain wayc in ; tha direction of protection. 
But protection is not prevention. 

" If wo are Oyer to .abolish > cholera we 
must do all that is possible, oblteptirely and 
individually to raise the standard of national 
health and protect people from tho seeds of 
infective diseases. ' ."We must intercept the 
transit of diseased 'travellers, not by un- 
neoessaiy and.vexationsiquarantino restric- 
tions, nor liiterferetice with' commercial and 
social intercourse between healthy places, 
but wo must insist on careful inspection of 
all arrivals from infected ports. 

" Tho lessons which the cholera of 1892 
should teach every one are that a supply of 
pure drinking water (i. o., free from infec- 
tious gerrns, etc.) should be obtained — that 
impure water must be boiled, and wdicn 
any one dies (of infectious diseaso at all 
evcntt) the body must be cremated, not 
buried in tiie earth." 

It rests, then, with the public to save 
tlieniselvos. to prevent tho intrusion of 
cholera, by following out individually and 
collectively the advice printed by tho gov- 
ernmenta ; they themaolvea must do it and 
not call on otiiera to do what they must do 
theniselvea, for Providence helpa thoso who 
help tliemsulvoa. Thanks to tho F'orum and 
Sir Spencer Wells, X. Y. 55.

"It ia ill vain lo hojic for tho abjli.ion of 
cliohua and oiiier iiifo;lioua diaeaas if lli i,- 
bacilli are slitl to b.i preserved by buiying 
in tho earth the bodies of tho vici and 
it ia important to rciiiembor that a litilc K ,.s 
than 20 per cent, of the bodies burled con- 
tain the germs of zymotic — of.infectioua dis- 
eases, ready to germinate again, in some 
oases when brou^t to the surface again by 
worms or other agenoias — please remenilior, 
too, that those germs may tind their way to 
rest on fallen fruit. Anything short of 
conipleto deatruotion by fire or aonio power- 
ful chemical agency must bo incoinpleto if 
not powerless as a safeguard.

The experiences of Victorians during tho 
past few days justify the statement, for 
aomo of these experiences Thursdny nijjht 
wore unpleasant to a degree, not to say 
hazardous. Kdward North wua one of tho 
unfortunates ; lio liad been spending the 
evening at Esquiiiialt. After enjoying uu 
afternoon's B[)ort with the gun in tlie woods, 
and there beiugiio cars running, he undertook 
to walk to the city, with t.^ie wind arguing 
against the motion. Tiie ontcoiiie ot the 
controversy was that Noith bocaino uucon- 
acinua and .sank down iu tho auow not tar 
from the reaidcnco of Ciistoiiia Oliiccr Oa- 
ver, where ho waa picked up an hour later 
in time to save hia life. Another pedestrian 
waa rescued by a hackman earlier in tho 
evening, and on Fcrnwood road still an- 
other had a close call early yeatcrday 
uioruing. 

It goes without saying that the wliarvca 
for days have been all but diaerted. Tho 
small craft are wind liound, and the larger 
Bteauiers h.ive consideiuble diiliculty in iul- 
tilling their engagenieuts. Tho City of 
Kingston, that luiraclo of pnnctualitj', 
missed one trip, and did not leave for tla; 
.Sound until L- p.m. yesterday ; tho lalaiuler 
for Vancouver, got away ut noon instead of 
at •_' a.m., carrying the belated Katie I'ul- 
nam Company, who were booked to play in 
the Terminal city last evening. Tlio Lurne 
haa not yet been able to proceed M ith tho 
wrecker lionanzv to the scene of the jMichi- 
gau disaster, and no news ia obtainable aa to 
how tho aliandoned ateainer is faring, for all 
telegraph wirea are down. 

Tho enterprise of tho E. & N. Railway 
Co., which has enabled them to get their 
trains through on time from tho beginning 
of the blizi:ard, waa heavily taaed yeatcr- 
day, the trains both ways being delayed for 
hours. By to-day itds hoped and confidently 
exjjcoted that tho track will be suiKcieutly 
clear to permit of -more punctual trav- 
elling, but the afternoon trains 
both to-day and to-morrow have been cau- 
coUdd. The street railway oonnectinf; Van- 
couver and Kew Weatminater was still in 
operation at last advices, though in Victoria 
the Tramway Company had found it iinpoa- 
sihlo to maintain even an irregalar aervioe, 
Should there be no more snow this morning 
the cars will probably bo out ajiaia to-day. 

'J'he roofs of tho city, aa viewed from tho 
new Driard and other high buildings yester- 
d.iy, presented .i eurioua picture, pii.'[iled as 
they were with workers, some of whuiii 
were fortunate in making " liig money, " 
■.vhile others li^id namnv i -apta, notaiily 
those einphiyed on I he lii^' .skylight atllu- 
City Market. Another eanio through a roof 
window iu a Vatea street estahhahment, 
wlulo one or two falls to mother earth, or 
rather to thu .snowbanks on the ground, were 
recorded, liesidca those m: the main busi- 
ness thoroughfares, very few .'■idewalku iveri 
cleaned, altlinugh thero ia a city Ijy-law 
which has not aeen tliu light, for thirteen 
y<'ars compelling liouseholdera to havu .dl 
accuimilaLcd sno'.v removed froiuiu front ol 
their premirJea l>-_-iorc ten of the clock each 
morning. A force of ,'!I)U men eniiiloyod by 
the city yesterday devoted their ationtion 
and their l>io<jms to the streets and bridges. 

\'e'.'iMulali3, too, demand and are ro-:eiv- 
iiig proper care, and as some of them are 
really diugcroua, especially one on Duughi.-i 
street, nearly opposite the City Ihdl, an ef- 
fort will be made to-day to compel their re- 
moval. In the districts tlie roads are all 
hut blockaded, and the poor carriers wiio 
are entrusted with the delivery of the Coi. 
ONISC find their path of duty strewn v. ith 
obstacles. Three ponies employed in t)i' 
work gave out yesterday morning, and .me 
waa with difficulty extricated from lii 
ditch iu which it lay exhausted.

Tliey Uauuot Believe lu Vicarious 
Punisliment-Partly Japanese 
In Tlielv Origin. 



The Colonist representative ut Van- 
couver had an interesting conversation a 
few days since with R. J. Skinner, Govorn- 
ineiit timber agent, in reference to tho 
Haida Indiana and the Coast Indians iu 
general, Mr. Skinner said: "Although I 
have the greatest rospoot for niieaiouaires 
omonp! the Indians, no matter what tlieir 
denomination, and while I have not tho 
least doubt that most of tlicin uro very oarn- 
eat men, I am sorry to say that tho reporta 
that thoy send to the outside world are 
ruther too high colored. 

"I have been a rcaident among the 
Indiana for twenty-five years, and have 
talked with hundreds of tho natives on tho 
Queen Charlotte Islands and other places on 
the coast, -It was always tho rule, while 
all the tribes acknowledged a supremo hoing, 
thut those who had not met tho mission- 
ariea know nothing of a spiritual life, 
prayer, purgatory or the atonement for sins ; 
but those who had come in contact with 
the miaaionariea sohnmly aver that theirre- 
ligiou Had always been aimilar to the Chris- 
tian religion. It ia very, very difficult to 
reully convert the Siwaah for these reaaona. 
Thoy cannot tell tho truth aa wo define it. 
If aakcd a direct question they will answer 
aa they think would please you,' and not 
uceoaaarily according to the facts of the 
caae. 

"Again, it is foreign to tho nature of tho 
Coast Indian to believe in any 8Uoh_ thing 
aa \ icarious punishment. The aulVering of 
t.'lu-ist upon lho cross, in atonement for our 
sill!), is simply beyouil their comprehension, 
although, of course iu a superficial way, 
they will Hiiiilingly uequicsce in anythiug. 
There is little doubt that the niieaiouuriea 
are dcing a grand work in elevating the 
niorala of the red men ; but this talk about 
white people taking an example from Indi- 
ans in morality ia not justified. 

" The Haida Indian language is certainly 
hybredized with tho Jai)aiie3e. Kress a 
Uaida Indian aud a .lap in the fcame cos- 
tunin and you c.imiot tell them apart. 
Thirty years ago there was a dapaliese junk 
blown on the coast and idl li.'.nda lost; 1 
picked up a ball of b-eswax in tlu; sand 
n-liieh waa part of her cargo. Tliere is a 
tradition e.xtant ou the islands that rcvcral 
junk load,3 of Japs ware wrecked on tho 
coast and intermarried viith tlio Indians. 
The superiority of the .lapanesc race pre- 
dominated and elevated the native Island- 
ers, so that to- day the Haida Indiana aro 
tho moat intelligent and progressive nation 
of red men on the Coast." 

INTELLECTUAL OVERPRODUCTION.

Inhere aro luwyera, physieian-s, doctors of 
p'l iloiiopliy. among those who are regularly 
reli'ived by the ISeiliii I'iior Hoard. 

All tlie=e niLii are, of eourje, discontented 
ivilh tho prtaeut state of thiuga and ready 
to join with those forces which hold out 
hope of overthrowing it. Nor are female 
candidates wanting in this proletariat ; all 
those who give cheap lessons, write medi- 
ocre novels for low-class journals, or vvork 
tor shops at starvation wages are swelling 
the army of social revolution.
